"Second VII guerrilla* and otln-r* 
who, without belonging to the nguliir 
rebel military orgmi/atioii, have taken 
up arm* against the government or pim¬ 
ple of Kentucky, or any other State or 
Territory. 

"Third—All persons who by act or 
wotd, directly or indirectly, gave aid, 
comfort nr encouragement to per-mi' in 
rebellion. This npplie* to all |«ersou* 
who hate voluntarily acted a* -• nut* nr 
*pies for reln-l or guerrilla farce*. who 
have voluntarily furnished any rebel 
with food or clothing, horse or arm* or 
money, or have harbored, com-ealed or 
Otherwise aided or encouraged them. 

“Fourth—All |»er*nn« who were or 
have been directly or indirectly engaged 
in the civil service of the late ao-ealled 
provisional government of Kenturky, or 
who have in auv way submitted to either 
of said prrlcndtHl governments, all agents 
of or contractor* with or for cither of 
said pretended governments' arc disquali¬ 
fied from voting. 

"All persona of the classes aforesaid 
are required to abstain from all interfer¬ 
ence with elections, mid will, if they 
shall in any manner interfere therein by 
voting or by appearing nt the |wdla, will 
lie at once arrested and held for military 
trial. 

"Aid will lie given to civil authorities 
to enforce the law* and to preserve the 
peace.
